If the Nonpartisan league Inaes Us 
fight, political observers believe It Is 
doomed in this state. 
Morn than that, It will be the first 
time in the history of this country 
that a governor and other high state 
officers will have been recalled by 
popular vote. 
If the Independents lose, they will 
have lo again reorganize their forces 
arid frame a new program. This body 
is made up of many political faiths. 
They cun be known only as those who 
oppose the Nonpartisan League and 
Its tenets. 
Republicans, Democrats, 
and even some former Socialist and 
many former nonpartisans are num­ 
bers among the Independents. 
The Nonpartisan rule of the last 
four years lias brought about practi­ 
cally a complete change in the state 
government. 
Nothing Is done as it 
was done before, 
Even the duties of 
•tate offic ers are 
entirely 
changed. 
Many branches of government under 
previous rule have been done away 
with or h o altered that it will take 
many years for a succeeding rule to 
change them. 
On the other hand, lf the Nonparti­ 
sans ure again successful their pro­ 
gram will be continued on a big scale. 
Many objects which the administra­ 
tion lias sought to attain will be real­ 
ized. 
The program of state owner­ 
ship of Industries, state control of fi­ 
nances and rural c redits system will 
go, forward. 
Should the Nonpartisans weather 
this attack, their plans for expansion 
of league activities in other states will 
be greatly strengthened.

Recently it was my pleasure to vis­ 
it the Barney 4c Berry plant in Spring 
held, .Mass., aud I was amazed at the 
rapidity in which ice skates are turned 
out.

Going Back a Little 
To bring this story up to the minute 
it m ight be well to go back ju st a 
little. 
Ice skating is a pastim e that 
has developed more in the past twenty 
years than in the IOO years previous. 
About the middle of the fifteenth 
century the Dutch and Spaniards had 
a little fuss and as there Was plenty 
of ice around A m sterdam then as now 
in the winter m onths the Dutch army 
was put on skates and what happened 
to tile Spaniards is history. 
In the 
vernacular of the present 
day 
the 
Spaniards had the tar knocked out of 
them. 
The method of fighting on the 
p art of the Dutch took the Spaniards 
com pletely by surprise. 
T he first ice skating club we have 
record of was formed in Edinburg, 
Scotland, in 1742. According to books 
th at give a partial history of ice skat­ 
ing the Eskim os tied reindeer horns 
to their feet and slid down the ice 
bergs. 
If this is correct the reindeer 
horn was the first development of the 
ice skate. 
Yet with all this previous 
history It w as not until 1900 that a 
hand book on ice skating was publish­ 
ed in the t utted tSates.

The First Skates 
The straps on the first skates turned 
out by Barney impeded circulation. 
The slush froze over the straps which 
made the skates feel unusually heavy 
and com pletely tired one. 
Barney ;? 
father owned a woolen mill a t F ram ­ 


ingham, Mast., and young Barney had 
th# use of the machines. H ere is where 
he experimented with his skates and 
then tried them out on the nearby 
stream s. 
He replaced the cast iron 
skate with one with a wooden foot 
rest. 
This lightened tbs skate a little 
but we still had with us the m ultifa­ 
rious num ber of straps. 
Then came 
the skate with the metal top, which 
was lighter than the other two, but 
. f 
the straps were still a nuisance. 


Barney bad been 
making 
lighter 
skates hut had not been able to find 
a way to keep the skates to the shoe 
w ithout the ald of straps. 
Then he 
hit upon the idea of the clamp. 
In 
1849 he brought out the clam p for the 
toe and later he brought out the heel 
clamp. 
In the early days there was 
a screw* in the heel of the skate which 
screwed Into the heel of the shoe. This 
passed away with the invention of the 
oval button In the heel. 
This button 
fastened into a hole in a metal plate 
w’hich had to he fastened to the heel 
of the boot. This device never became 
popular. 


It was in 1854 that Barney made his 
first pair of clam p skates.

hit upon the idea of the clamp.

1849 he brought out the clam p for the 
toe and later he brought out the heel 
clamp. 
In the early days there was 
a screw in the heel of the skate which 
screwed into the heel of the shoe. This 
passed away with the invention of the 
oval button in the heel. 
This button 
fastened into a hole in a metal plate 
which had to be fastened to the heel 
of the boot. This device never became 
popular.
